ISCUSSION family life took top 
priority meeting the American 
Hierarchy last fall. This not surprising, 
since the Vicars Christ have emphasized 
topic with greater solicitude and greater 
recent years than that the 
family.

Why Such 


Before beginning discussion the 
program, however, may well point 
out the role family living education 
the secondary curriculum.

Let see, then, just what this develop- 
ment entails. there healthy 
physical development, there must 
understanding the laws physical 
proper social development there must 
formation correct attitudes; there 
aesthetic development, there must 
instilled appreciation the beautiful 
and the importance beauty the 
enrichment daily living; there 
normal mental growth, then there must 
widening the fields interest and 
challenge reflective thinking; and 
above all, there moral and reli- 
gious development, there must setting 
inspiring ideals, understanding 
the truths faith, and acceptance 
the principles moral conduct.

necessity, then, educational pro- 
gram consistent with Pope Pius in- 
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junction educate the whole man must 
set ideals, suggest attitudes, provide 
interests, and offer opportunities for ac- 
quiring understandings and factual knowl- 
edge. These intangibles, however, are not 
enough. They contribute the fullness 
being, but there something incom- 
plete. Human nature must 
being doing, and particularly this true 
she must give herself, she must for 
others; hence adequate educational pro- 
gram must include the practices and skills 
consonant with, expressive of, and neces- 
sary for complete living.

elements from all the areas interest

The ninth-grade family living units 
serve introduce the high school freshman 
the wonders her own personality, 
consideration her specific needs, and 
the happiness found real Christian 
family life.

Not only will careless enuncia- 
tion final consonants show up, but 
speech rhythms that are monotonous, pitch 
that glides down without rhyme 
reason, that never rises falls below 
the level whole step. For these faults 
speech, the microphone serves valu- 
able remedial instrument.

ideological.

How Films Are Made 


order fully understand the tremen- 
dous influence communication arts, and 
motion pictures particular, must 
first understand how films are created and 
produced. Obviously, order produce 
film, first all story must written. 
The story writers can roughly sub- 
divided into two categories: the majority 
them who write the product 
philosophy which they were brought up; 
the other, the minority, rebellion against 
that philosophy. The first category 
these writers, unfortunately, the least 
militant one; they were brought our 
Christian philosophy; they agree with it, 
and they take for granted that every- 
body else does. The other, the rebels 
that field, are very militant. While they 
not have clear idea what they want 
fight for, they know very well what they 
want fight against, what they want 
destroy —our Christian and democratic 
way life. They know that so-called prop- 
aganda films waving the red flag, would not 
have any support from the general public; 
they know that such would not even 
booked the majority our theaters. 
Hence, they have much more subtle 
approach; they will and try sap 
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the moral principles which believe. 
They will, for instance, show present di- 
vorce the only possible solution under 
certain circumstances; they will claim that 
often not the individual himself who 
must held responsible for commitment 
crime, but that environment and 
society are the real guilty ones; they will 
sap parents’ prestige and authority, and 
will try substitute personal so-called 
moral ethics, for the absolute Christian 
ones. they cannot convince their audi- 
ence, least they hope sow some doubt 
their minds. 

This can illustrated question

The girl 
question said, “As Catholic, know that 
divorce mortal sin but, after all, 
what could that ‘poor’ man that 
particular case.”

Making the Abstract Concrete 


Now the teacher not content stop with 
generalizations. Since youngsters cannot 
trusted apply principles for themselves, 
points out the applications goes along. 

Take carnal temptation, for instance, which 
may depress some generous boy who thereby 
imagines himself vile and degenerate. His 
whole perspective, nevertheless, brightens 
when realizes that such unwanted move- 
ments are not mere beastish motions but 
phases the entirely human process be- 
coming eligible for fatherhood.

Reflections such these, brought 
class brief and modest manner, help stu- 
dents deeper insight what they are 
about when they practice chastity. close 
look the plan God will make students 
good will more knowing and more ap- 
preciative followers the Lamb without 
blemish.

Educators who flatly condemn 
kissing and embracing, without stating the 
all-important distinctions, can cause students 
conclude that these acts must sinful 
and vile per se. avoid inculcating any such 
false views, the teacher always insists that 
because intimate kissing and embracing are 
sacred and good when used rightly marriage. 
consequently they are abuse, degradation, 
moral evil outside it.

Field Trips

Students are filled with joy when told that 
arrangements for scheduled field trip have 
been completed. Field trips are fun. But field 
trips should field work. Visitations which 
are carried connection with definite 
course high school should designed 
make specific and amplify the content 
the course. When co-ordinating field work 
with classwork necessary that course 
content well orientated with the extra- 
activity order bring about 
well-integrated and uniform concept the 
mind the student. give firsthand con- 
tacts their full meaning, necessary 
supplement visits factories, stores, markets, 
and governmental institutions, with some pre- 
vious material explanatory and descrip- 
tive nature. 

Visitors our nation’s capital often read 
with interest the inscription the Union 
Station Washington: “He that would bring 
home the wealth the Indies must carry 
the wealth the Indies with him. 
traveling—a man must carry knowledge 
with him, would bring home knowledge.” 

enable each student “carry the wealth 
the Indies with him” and co-ordinate the 

*North Catholic High School, Pittsburgh, Pa. 
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field work with the content the course, 
planned approach must worked out mutu- 
ally student and teacher. This prepared 
description each trip must contain what 
felt the minimum amount in- 
formation necessary for the student com- 
prehend the operation the unit visited. 
This “previsitation” material can worked 
out co-operation with the company, store, 
market, governmental agency concerned. 
Company executives and governmental offi- 
cials will freely give bulletins and handbooks 
teachers. Another profitable source pre- 
visitation material might found writing 
the Chamber Commerce, State Depart- 
ments, other informative groups. Many 
colleges have available field work manuals 
which may serve guide high school 
teachers preparing previsitation material; e.g., 
Field Work Manual, prepared Roy 
Stryker and revised Carl Marcy, for 
use the courses Contemporary Civilization 
and Science Columbia University. These 
are fine aids but must adapted the 
high school level well the locale. 
While studying the unit production 
social science class, trip may planned 
modern factory where details produc- 
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tion can observed. What previsitation 
should prepared? Since each unit 
visited demands individual study, definite 
plan covering all production plants can 
given, but general observation can drawn 
from the following that will facilitate the 
forming plan fitted the individual 
unit question. field trip factory can 
well show the observant and thoughtful stu- 
dent, the problems productive capacity, 
merchandising, labor, governmental control, 
etc. But visualize and understand these 
problems the previsitation work sheet must 
practical. The student’s guide, therefore, 
should contain short history the company 
and story how the raw materials 
prefabricated parts going into the manu- 
factured articles are brought together. The 
size, physical plant, layout, and capacity 
the plant should explored. The assembly 
line continuous flow process must ex- 
plained. Does conveyor system exist? 
this conveyor floor type “slate” conveyor 
overhead chain mechanism? How the 
plant managed? What are the main operations 
assemblage? Are the finished products 
stored, crated for shipment, sold directly? 
These are some the general questions that 
should promote the mutual co-operation 
students and teacher working out 
specific plan for field trip. Additional specific 
details will have included make the 
study each individual project more com- 
plete. Only with such background will the 
student fully comprehend the firsthand ma- 
terial which encounters throughout his 
field work. 

Interested students will take notes actual 
observations which may prove valuable 
class reports and discussions following the 
field trip. Many interesting points, missed 
perhaps some the class, will brought 
light the observant students. Next 
year’s previsitation sheet can supplemented 
student observations made known these 
follow-up discussions. such plan were 
pursued, manual could prepared for the 
school which would contain definite instruc- 
tive material all agencies available for 
visitation. 

While the previsitation material abso- 
lutely essential, the teacher should not over- 
look the fact that the place visited 
must also prepared accommodate the 
class. The number making the visitation, the 
date the visit, and the time arrival, 
should known the receiving agency. 
the trip scheduled far advance, im- 
mediate reminder would prudent. 
entire class makes the field trip, the request 
for adequate guides essential. Hence, the 
class could broken into small units that 
explanations may heard all. The din 
machinery, the noise production, the 
smallness offices are not conducive 
successful visitations. These handicaps must 
met the formation small groups. 

Schools, matter where they are located, 
find examples production, transporta- 
tion, marketing, and government that will 
motivate the student and the same time 
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integrate the course study with the unit 
visited. Catholic schools should also add reli- 
gious visitations their list field trips. 
religious house formation, may stimulate 
interest religion class even pave the 
way vocation. 

Teachers who have never attempted field 
trips will surprised the welcome given 
young visitors. Many firms and government 
agencies are proud show what they are 
accomplishing. Religious teachers should not 
backward planning field trips. Some are 
hesitant because they think they will show 
their ignorance. Such teachers should realize 
that most people are ignorant when they are 
out their own field. Hesitant teachers 
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this case can overcome this ignorance only 
visitations. Practical knowledge 
school life can never found entirely 
classroom. 

Another argument against field trips 
that those who take these excursions 
the classroom shirk work. This objection 
easily answered. From the above outline 
can seen that field work properly 
and executed requires much more time 
work than ordinary class preparation. 

you are hesitant, arrange your 
trip with the help friend, alumnus, 
through the co-operation parent. Once 
you have ventured into field work, you 
will see how much fun bring back the 
“wealth the Indies.”

sess not the gifts fortune, they are taught 
the Church that God’s sight, poverty 
disgrace, and that there nothing 
ashamed earning their bread 
labor. lovingly invites those labor 
and grief come Him for solace; and 
displays the tenderest charity towards the 
lowly and the oppressed.”

Then the collection committee solicited the 
required funds from the class. When they 
paid the principal she gave them receipt, 
The manual arts teacher mailed bill the 
president the collections committee. When 
the bill was paid she receipted it. This offered 
opportunity show that bill can 
receipted having signed paid issu- 
ing separate receipt. All these business trans- 
actions helped make number concepts more 
tangible because the children counted the 
money, compared the funds required with the 
funds hand, balanced their accounts, etc. 

was decided that the second-grade pupils 
would not able use the equipment the 
shop, the seventh-grade boys offered 
build the barn and garage. The manual arts 
teacher donated dollhouse she used 
model. The seventh-grade boys met with the 
second grade and discussed the plans. They 
estimated the time would take and the sup- 
plies that would needed. They decided 
work before school that there would 
interference with their classwork. The second 
grade, however, went the shop build the 
fence. This was wonderful experience for 
them since prior that time only the seventh- 
and eighth-grade boys were permitted use 
the shop. 

The children discussed specific ways the 
farmer helped us, and the things they would 
need make the farm complete. Out their 
discussion the teacher itemized the essential 
parts the farm. These were listed the 
blackboards. The children learned read all 
the words, spell many them, and use them 
basis for their stories.

Since adequate bibliography 
for American Church history has been published 
recently, lengthy bibliography was judged 
superfluous. The reader casually cautioned

(p. 298) and about Baudier’s bias (pp. 134, 139, 
159) but Short’s jarring literature Marquette 
(p. 44) passes unappraised. Periodical literature 
rarely cited.
